You will notice in that quotation 
the usual stuff about their ignorance,

The parrot Press at Home main- 
tains that the workers have no right 
to share’ profits because they never 
share the losses, : 

That's a patent fallacy. ’

The capitalist employs labeur so 
long as there is profit init, “When 


| profits are high, and labour short, he’ 


willingly pays higher wages. Not 


‘on account of the cost. of living, - Not 


out of philanthropy. But because it 
is business to use,a'sprat to. catch a 
mackerel. ie ’ : 
Sometimes the employer has to

business. going, without loss, he will 
sometimes keep on his. men in the 
anticipation of future profit, :

After the first issue the bonds 
appear to have languished, like many
